Eleven years ago they paraded home amidst 
wild cheers and unbounded enthusiasm — 
heroes, every one of them!

I F there is a particle of pride left in the 
hearts of Sierra Aladre citizens, they 
will rise up in vigorous protest at the 
charge contained in the school survey to the 
effect that this city lanks fourth among 
twelve similar cities in Los Angeles county 
in the matter of ABILITY to provide edu¬ 
cational facilities for her children, but 
eighth to tenth in PERFORMANCE of this 
duty! 

This protest will take the shape of im¬ 
mediate concrete action in “talking up’ the 
urgent need of a school bond issue during 
the short time that the School Board is 
preparing this important measure for pre- 
senation to the voters. There are many 
well-meaning persons who have been so 
Lightened by propaganda about increased 
t ixes that they shy clear of anything that 
sounds like a bond issue, even without lis¬ 
tening to any arguments in its favor. Such 
people can be reached only thru the inter¬ 
vention of close personal friends who "have 
seen the light” and have access to their 
confidence. 

The School Board members have all de¬ 
clared themselves in favor of a new school 
and have engaged architects to prepare 
plans for the building; the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Chamber oi Commerce have en¬ 
dorsed the movement, and the Kiwanis 
Club has made this a primary objective 
toward which they are working, having 
already held a meeting this week with the 
principal speech dealing with the subject of 
a new school for this city. 

Other organizations should follow this 
lead and disseminate information as to the 
need and the feasibility of the most worth¬ 
while project that Sierra Madre has taken 
up in a long time. 


THOSE WHO PLAY MUST PAY 

T HE recent decline in the stock market 
may be, as has been pointed out, a 
healthy indication for the business world. 
This fact does not, however, detract from 
the injury suffered by the pocketbook of 
the small investor who has been encouraged 
to “get in on the market killing” and has 
followed that advice. A considerable in¬ 
jury has been done that type of individual 
and that in itself is bound to injure the 
business world to some extent. 

Through the whole “up-and-down” per¬ 
formance of the stock market there has 
stood out one glaring fact—stocks have 
been boosted too high. That in itself, is an 
unhealthy condition. A share of stock is 
worth its legitimate earning power as such, 
and worth only that much; when it is boost¬ 
ed above that earning power there has been 
put into operation a program which will 
eventually work to injure the man who is 
financially least in a position to stand up 
under such operations. 

There can be no question as to the reason 
for the boosting of the stock on the ’’mar¬ 
ket.” That reason was clearly thrown open 
to the 'public gaze when the stocks went 
tumbling down to a new low level with the 
resultant loss of millions to those who could 
least afford such a loss. The man with 
plenty can smilingly stand by until the 
storm has blown over, pick up additional 
pieces of wreckage at small cost during the 
downward crash and comfortably collect the 
“velvet” when the “powers that be on the 
street” see fit to force quotations up again.

“ONE GOOD TURN—” 

W E are all as familial - with the old say¬ 
ing “One good turn deserves another” 
as we are with the fundamental principle of 
Boy Scout work which calls for the doing 
of a “good turn daily.” 

Now that we have two newly organized 
troops of Boy Scouts here in Sierra Madre, 
there is a chance to connect up the two 
thoughts to the mutual advanage of the 
boys and the citizens who helped so loyaily 
in financing the movement to make the 
troops possible.

It seems to be a proven fact that 
more laws make more crime. 

The first move in any genuine crime re¬ 
form must be to clear the decks of the red 
tape and legal technicalities that now make 
a trial a duel of legal phrases rather than 
a discussion of fact. The criminal can not 
be deterred by prohibitory legislation alone. 
It must become apparent that crime is un¬ 
profitable and that offenders will be quickly 
punished. 

We have had our fill of anti-this-and-that 
laws. The United States needs a simple, 
effective legal code that will punish and pre¬ 
vent crime without working a hardship on 
the good citizen.

harmonic Auditorium. The solo¬ 
ist at this concert will be Marg¬ 
aret Hamilton, pianist who will 
play the Rachmaninoff Concerto 
for Piano No. 2 in C Minor, Op. 
18. This artist, known as a musi¬ 
cal genius since she was five 
years old, has appeared as soloist 
with leading orchestras of this 
country, and her appearance with 
the Philharmonic Orchestra is 
awaited with interest.

matter of a DelLet school plant 
one of tneir major oojeclives. He 
1 said that Kiwanis has always 
i Deen a vigorous champion oi edu¬ 
cation, especially for the under- 
I privileged child. 

Mr. Meredith explained how the 
survey committee arrived at the 
j estimate that Sierra Madre’s 
school population would be prac¬ 
tically doubled by 1940 and urged 
that it was only a matter of good 
business to plan for a span of 
years ahead, rather than just for 
| the immediate future. 

He also stressed the fact that 
Sierra Madre's school plant scor¬ 
ed only 348 points out of a pos¬ 
sible 1000, which makes it slight¬ 
ly less than one-third efficient. 
It is generally conceded among 
educators that a school plant that 
! rates as low as 500 should be 
“scrapped” just as an automobile 
'or other piece of machinery that 
has served its time of usefulness 
e to a point where upkeep would 
3 I be prohibitive. 

t In comparison with eleven 
other cities that compare favor¬ 
ably with Sieri'a Madre in size 
and other factors, this city ranks 
eighth in current expenditures for 
education, tenth in capital outlay 
for buildings, etc., tenth in the 
value of school property in pro¬ 
portion to the average school at¬ 
tendance, and ninth in the per 
’ cent of tax money that is spent 
for schools. 

Contrast this rating, Mr. Mere¬ 
dith asked, with the fact that 
Sierra Madre ranks fourth among 
the twelve cities compared in the 
assessed valuation of property 
that furnishes the true wealth 
back of the pupil. In other words, 
this city ranks from eighth to 
tenth in performance of duty to I 
the child, but fourth in the abil¬ 
ity to provide education for him. 

Mr. Meredith expressed his wil¬ 
lingness to assist this city at any 
| time and in any way with the 
problem of obtaining better edu¬ 
cational facilities which he de¬ 
clared was a matter that needed 
immediate solution.
